He described the growth of 
the water supply from the days when it was peddied from 
water carts to the present time, and showed a number of 
views of the old and new engines, the cribs, pump'ng sta 
tions, etc. Much of the information has been given in 
Engineering News of Oct. 18 and Nov. 8, 1900. The dis 
eussion was postponed until another evening 

RAILWAY SIGNALING CLUB.—At the meeting in Chi 
cago on May 14, a party of about 25 members and guests 
went out to West Chicago to inspect the interlocking plant 
installed by the Taylor Signal Co. at the crossing of th 
Chicago & Northwestern Ry. and the Elgin, Joliet & East 
ern Ry. A special car was provided by the C. & N. W 
Ry., the plant being about 30 miles from Chicago. In the 
Taylor system a 110-volt current is supplied from storage 
battery cells at the tower, the battery being charged at 
intervals of a few days by a small generator directly con 
nected to an oll] engine. The current is transmitted to 
small individual motors, one to each signal, switch, ete 
The operations are controlled by small handles and a 
small and compact-locking frame mounted In a cabinet tn 
the tower. At West Chicago there are two towers, one 
having 33 levers and the other 21 levers. 

On returning to Chicago the party was entertained at 
dinner at the railway dining room, and then had a tally 
ho rida to the works of the Adams & Westlake Co. Here 
the lamp department was inspected, and numerous forms 
of switch and signal lamps were shown, including th: 
double-light, single-lamp, distant signal of the C. & N. W 
Ry. Various lenses were exhibited, including the new 
yellow glass for distant signals, which was tested In com 
parison with white lamps having dirty or smoky glasses 
The general opinion seemed to be that the yellow looked 
too much like a pale red or a smoky white light. The 
company’s acetylene gas system of car lighting was also 
inspected, after which the tally- -ho took the party for a 
drive on Michigan Boulevard. 

The regular meeting was held in the evening at th 
Great Northern Hotel, the President, Mr. C. C. Rosenberg 
(Lehigh Valley Ry.), being in the chair. Mr. E. D. Wile 
man (Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Ry.) read a short 
paper on a device indicating, by day and night, automat! 
signals which are out of service. This provoked a long 
discussion, some of the members considering it desirable 
and necessary to indicate such signals, so that traffic will 
not be checked by enginemen being given a ‘‘stop’’ signal 
and running slowly through the block. Mr. Poor (Illinois 
Central Ry.) told how such signals would block a whole 
series of trains in heavy suburban traffic, as a three- 
minute stop is required under the rules. Mr. Rosenberg 
(Lehigh Valley Ry.) took the other side of the question 
very decidedly, as the repairmen are liable to leave the 
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signal out of service until they can convenintly make re- 
pairs, knowing that the sign which indicates the signal 
out of service will prevent enginemen from reporting 
them. On hig road, no such signs are allowed, but the re- 
pairs are required to be made at the earliest possible time, 
the signal remaining at the ‘“‘stop’’ position meanwhile. 
He has had no trouble with traffic due to this arrange- 
ment, even with heavy traffic and heavy trains on the 
mountain grades. A resolution was adopted to the effect 
that while it may sometimes be necessary to use such 
signs, as a matter of principle, it is better not to use them, 
but to require repairs to be made without delay. 

A paper on “‘Track Circuits’’ by Mr. A. G. Shaver (Union 
Pacific Ry.) was read in the author’s absence by Mr. S. E. 
Denny (C. & N. W. Ry.). The paper referred to the vary- 
ing amount of leakage due to different kinds of ballast, 
ties, rail joints, etc. Insulated joints were considered in- 
efficient, the old-fashioned joint with wooden splice bars 
being about as good as any of the special joints. This 
paper also gave rise to some considerable discussion.
